THE EDWARDS BILL. 

Representative Eawards, of the 
first district, 1s to he warmly com- 
mended for his efiorts, 
proposed legislation, to have the 
boll weevil exterminated. He has 
introduced a bill, which, according 
to press dispatch*s, provides: 

“That the secretary of agriculture, 
in conjunction with the various srate 
authorities concerned, is hereby an- 
thorized and directed to inaugurate a 
comprehensive and intensive cam- 
paign to exterminate the boll weevil 
in the cotton-producing states, such 
campaign to be conducted by zoning 
the infested territory, and otherwise 
as in the opinion of the secretary of 
agriculture is wise end best. 

“Section 2.—Thit there is author- 
ized, hereby, an appropriation of three 
million dollars per aunum, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary for a pe- 
ried of five years, uniess the: work is 
completed prior to that time, to be 
expended under the direction of the 
secretary of agriculture for the pur- 
pose stated.” 


We believe Mr. Edwards’ good 
Purposes are wrongly directed. The 
boll weevil has been in Texas for 
more than a quarier of a century, 
and the infestations in sections 
along the gulf coast and in the 
Rio Grande valley are just as heavy 
—if weather conditions are favor- 
able for the weevil—as ever. 

We had small infestation, com- 
paratively, in Georgia in 1924 and 
also in 1925, but weather condi- 
tions were responsible and not that 
the weevils are showing any inclina- 
tion to “pass on,” or to yield to 
annihilation. The fact is, the 
United States department of agri- 
culture announces that there are 
more weevils in hibernation in 
Georgia today then at any time 
since the state was invaded. 

Unfortunately extermination 
seems to be impossible, just as the 
extermination of many other in- 
sects is impossible, as demonstrated 
by long experimenis. 

On the other hand, the weevil 
can be kept down, and individual 
farmers can materiatly reduce the 
infestation on their own farms by 
eliminating, in the fall, as much as 
possible, the haunts for hibernation. 


‘That is, by keeping the fields 
clean, the fences clean, and by 
_ keeping the cotton acres away 


from connecting wocdland, and, at 
all times, well drained. 

The government has never been 
able to exterminate the malaria- 
bearing mosquito, and yet sections 
that used to be maliria-ridden have 
been made healthy dv reducing the 
infestation, through drainage, 
elimination of sianding water, 
Screenings, etc. 

The weevil problem is up to the 
cotton farmers. The control is no 
longer a serious problem. Inten- 
sive cultivation—better farming on 
less acreage to the plow—good 
seed beds, liberal fertilization and 
the use of poison intelligently at 
the right time,. wi'l make more 
cotton to the acre, cther conditions 
being normal, than under the old 
pre-weevil system ot 20 acres to 
the plow, and—too often—lazy, in- 
different cultivation. 

The weevil has taught some val- 
uable lessons. It has served in the 
establishment of better systems of 
balanced agriculture-—in the grow- 
ing of food and feed at home and 
in the finding of ciher than cotton 
money crops. At the same time 
weevil infestation has cost the cot- 
ton farmers incalculable sums 
through ihe destruction of their 
crops. If extermination is possi- 
ble then by all mens let’s do it— 
but we fear the Ldwards measure 
would only serve to build up great 
field organizations st taxpayers’ ex- 
penses, without any practical re-_ 
sults of a constructive nature.

Editor Cons@tution: Before leaving At 
lanta on yesterday I bad occasion to dis- 
cuss the road map, which appeared in 
Sunday’s Constitation, with a party who 
is in position to know about our highway 
situation in all sectigns and which counties 
have issued road bonds in Georgia since 
1919. This party assured me that some 11 
other counties have issued local road bonds 
than are shown on my sketch, and the 
total of these county funds is more tlian 
$23,000,000. All of this county money has 
not been. matched, however. 

I very naturally regret that my road map 
was not absolutely correct, but the fact 
that it required more than 30 days to se- 
eure the data from the nine highway di- 
vision offices upon which the map was 
based only emphasizes my contention that 
the state should be the unit for our road 
instead of any groups of counties 
er 161 single counties. 

For instance, the only data I hare .~re- 
eeired from the seventh division headquar- 
ters was on the bond issue of Chatham

MANY DAIRYMEN MEET 
NEW REQUIREMENTS 


Virtually 90 per cent of dairymen 
supplying milk to Atlanta have met 
the necessary sanitary requirements 
to enable them to furnish grade “A” 
raw milk when the new pure milk 
ordinance is scheduled to go into ef- 
fect February 6, it was announced 
Tuesday by Dr. J. P. Kennedy, city 
health officer, at the regular meet- 
ing of the city council sanitary com- 
mittee, 

“There are now 122 dairymen sup- 
plying the retail trade, who have 
practically come up to the 26 defined 
sanitary requimements,’” Dr. Kennedy 
said. “There are only about 12 or 14 
dairyvmen who are not yet ready to 
comply with‘all provisions of the new 
ordinance.” 

Dr. Kennedy commended the spirit 
of Atlanta dairymen in making nee- 
essary improvements which have cost 
them thousands of dollars, it was re- 
ported. 


More Time Sought. 

A number of dairymen appeared 
before the committee to ask more time 
in meeting all requirements. In most 
instances the requests were granted 
by :the committee. One dairyman 
making the request said his barn had 
been burned recently. while most of 
the others offered satisfactory reasons 
why they had not yet complied. 

At request of G. F. Carroll, of 
East Atlanta, representing a number 
of milk producers who sell their milk 
wholesale, the committee fixed next 
Tuesday afternoon as the date for the 
wholesalers to be heard. 

Miss Lillian Alexander, supervisor 
of public welfare nurses in the city 
health department, was voted thanks 
of the committee and the work per- 
formed by the corps of nurses was 
praised by committee members follow- 
ing reading of a voluminous report 
by Miss Alexander at request of the 
committee. It outlined many activi- 
ties performed by the nurses, which 
included pre-natal nursing, infant wel- 
fare, welfare in the schools and 
home, baby health centers, detec- 
tion of contagious diseases and many 
others. 

Demonstrate February 15. 

The committee voted to fix Feb- 
ruary 15 as demonstration week for 
different types of street sweepers en- 
deavoring to sell the city this year. 

The committee approved an _ ordi- 
nance proposed by Councilman C. G. 
Allen to prohibit negro barbers from 
serving white patrons and also re- 
quiring white barbers to wait on 
patrons only of their own race. The 
measure is to be referfed to the ordi- 
nance committee Thursday afternoon 
for that body's approval, and eouncil 
will be called upon to give final ac- 
tion next Monday.

DISGUISING A BAD ODOR. 

One of the favorite fancies of the 
Wisenheimer family is that a bad 
smell is a matter about which the 
health officer should concern himself, 
and one of the. solemn functions of 
health departments in some benighted 
communities is the disposal of the 
remains of dead cats and things— 
while the live and quite odorless or 
pleasant smelling germ carriers ply 
their trade unhindered. 

No doubt this old superstitious as- 
sociation of bad smell with disease 
or the threat of disease accounts for 
the popularity of the notion that an 
antisepfie is indicated by foul breath. 
At any rate, that powerful aroma, 
suggesting an accident in the barber 
shop or a house cleaning at the drug 
store, so noticeable in the Wisen- 
heimer environment nowadays, is 
probably the disguise used to over- 
come anybody who might otherwise 
suspect the Wisenheimer’s breath. 

The average unsophisticated cus-= 
tomer wouldn't pay you two cents 
for.a large bottle of liniment or a 
hospital size package of salve that 
had no odor. In order to move the 
goods you simply,.mist make ’em 
smell nice or impressive. This is a 
trade secret which the manufacturers 
of popular antiseptic preparations un- 
derstand very well. If the antiseptic 
ingredient of the concoction has no 
marked odor itself, leave it to the 
boss’ boys to concoct a scent which 
will keep the Wisenheimer’s content- 
ed. Thus, plain, homely boric acid 
dissolved in water will do all that an 
antiseptic can be expected to do, but 
it has no smell at all, and so in order 
to popularize the use of it our noted 
but nameless “chemist” takes an att- 
ernoon off and “perfects” a conglom- 
eration of tints and scents warranted 
to mystify and satisfy the exacting 
publie. ° 

The principle of overcoming one 
odor with another appealed strongly 
to the mind of the old time health 
officer who used to “fumigate” the 
fpremises with horrendous stink pots 
following contagious disease. Thig 
hocus pocus was actually practiced in 
some backward communities in this 
country up to a year ago, mainly in 
libraries, where, curiously enough, the 
densest ignorance of hygiene and san- 
itation prevails. 

Every traveler will observe the 
strong hold this superstition has upon 
the caretakers and managers of puh- 
lic utilities, conveyances and_ build- 
ings throughout the country, where 
the alleged “disinfectants” are evi- 
dently employed for the sole purnuse 
of disguising the stink situation. Even 
in colleges and schools, yea, even in 
some badly conducted hospitals, where 
professional integrity bends a little 
under the pressure of commercial axz- 
gression, one finds high priced stinks 
substituted for soap and water or 
simple cleanliness, 

A very good doctor using a con- 
spicuous but worthless “antiseptic” 
pleaded, when taken to task about it, 
that although he was fully aware the 
stuff was useless he dared not defy 
the popular demand that such an “an. 
tiseptic’ be conspicuously employed 
under the circumstances. Not nntil 
one has experienced the ruthlessness 
of that popular demand will the doc- 
tor’s defense of his practice seem rea- 
sonable. But I do not see how a rail- 
road company or a municipality exn 
offer such a plea in extenuation of 
the sheer waste and extravagance of 
the stink business. Wherever one en- 
counters a “sanitary” stink pot at 
work two questions naturally arise: 
First, is it a case of utter incompe- 
tence and unfitness of the persons 
responsible, or second, is it a good 
graft?

* CHAPTER LI. 
Noted Atlanta Jurists. 
In a democracy the judiciary is an 


indispensable institution. The fram- 
ing of a constitution of government 
may be the work of a few wise states- 
men during a short period of day 
and a few weeks only may be need 
for its adoption by the people. The 
statutes of the state may be amended 
and multiplied by legislative assem- 
blies from time to time as public de- 
mands may dictate. But the clear 
construction of the terms of the con- 
stitution and the final decision as to 
whether any statute is in accordance 
with, or violation of, the constitution 
must rest with the judiciary depart- 
ment of the state, or the nation. 

It has been the good fortune of the 

ple of Atlanta that they have 
iad, almost without exception, a suc- 
cession of judges in their courts who 
have been men of eminent legal knowl- 
edge and judicial temperament. Our 
courts have functioned as a rule with 
diligence and due regard for the pub- 
lic’s rights and safety. If any fault 
could be found with their operations 
it would attach itself to the truculence 
of juries rather than to the laches of 
the bench. 

Many famous trials, both civil and 
criminal, have occupied the courts of 
this county since the Atlanta circuit 
was created in 1869. In the latter 
class of cases there have been notable 
instances of miscarriage of justice, 
but in the main.our criminal laws have 
heen executed with diligence and due 
regard for the’ protection of society. 
With the rapid increase of the popu- 
lation of the city and the county, the 
circuit has had to be contracted with- 
in the limits of the county line, and. 
courts have been multiplied to take 
care of the ever growing volume of 
civil and criminal business. 

The first acquaintance that the set- 
tlers of Terminus had with the courts 
was when they were yet inhabitants 
of DeKalb county, which was a con- 
stituent of the Coweta circuit. The 
circuit was then presided over by 
that remarkable jurist, Hiram Warner, 
who afterwards arose to the exalted 
office of chief justice of the supreme 
court of the state. After him came 
William Ezzard, who was not only 
a Judge of the strictest and straight- 
est sect, but was so highly approved 
by the confidence of his fellow citi- 
zens that upon his retirement from the 
bench he was elected several times 
as mayor of this city. 

When the Atlanta circuit was form- 
in 1869 it comprised the counties 
of Fulton, DeKalb and Clayton, and 
the first judge appointed by Governor 
Bulloch was the Hon. John D. Pope, 
the law partner of Governor Brown. 
Judge Pope served only two years and 
resigned to make his residence in the 
west, 
John L. Hopkins, a native of Kast 
Tennessee, who had become a resident 
of Atlanta at the conclusion of the 
war. Judge Hopkins was a man of 
sterling character, an erudite lawyer 
and an inflexible administrator of the 
law. He went upon the bench at a 
time when there was a considerable 
crime wave surging in the city. ‘The 
underworld had been heavily recruited 
in the aftermath of the war, and in 
the chaotic times of reconstruction. 
Judge Hopkins, with the able lieuten- 
ancy of Captain Evan P. Howell, 
solicitor general of the circuit; soon 
gave the lawless element a stunning 
surprise and shock. When one of 
them was convicted in his court and 
there was no apparent reason for 
tempering justice with mercy, Judge 
Hopkins dealt out sentences that went 
to the element of the law. He be- 
lieved that a wilful criminal was an 
enemy of society and ought to be 
taught that the law is intended to be 
n terror to evil-doers. His drastic 
course did spread terror among the 
lawless, but gav® supreme satisfaction 
to all the better elements of the city. 


He was succeeded by Judge’ 


lanta, and perhaps no other city in the 
country, ever had its law and order 
interests better protected and crimi- 
nals more satisfactorily punished than 
when the execution of the law was in 
the hands of Hopkins and Howell. 
Judge Hopkins was succeeded by 
Hon. Cincinnatus Peeples, who was 
one of the distinguished lawyers of 
the state, and who possessed all the 
qualifications of a just and humane 
judge. He served the circuit with 
great satisfaction to the people until 
his death, when it was truly said of 
him that he went hence without leay- 
me known enemy behind him. 
is successor was Hon. George Hill: 
yer, who still survives with us in the 
Vist year of his age. Judge Hillyer 
belongs to a family that has been con- 
spicuous in the higher-transactions of 
the state for over a century. The 
men of his name have figured poten- 
tially in the legal, political, educa- 
tional, financial and literary advance- 
ments of the state and the city. 
_ The first mention of Judge Hillyer 
in connection with the city of Atlanta 
was when as a young lad he came here 
to represent Walton county in a great 
regional temperance meeting that was 
held at Walton Springs. On that oe- 


charmed the great audience, and he 
was rewarded with the unstinted ap- 
ron of the great assembly. — In 
860 he was sent as a delegate from 
the congressional district to the na- 
tional democratic convention § at 
Charleston, S. C., which ended in a 
stalmate and adjourned without mak- 
ing nominations for president and 
vice president. The two wings of 
the party held separate conventions 
later; one nominating Stephen A, 
Douglas and, Hirschel V. Johnson, and 
the other presenting the names of 
John C. Breckenridge and Joseph 
Lane.

Of Eternal Lite 
For Paderewski 


_ Strikingly in harmony with relig- 
lous emphasis week in Atlanta, Pad- 
erewski is to play Chopin's Sonata in 
B-Flat Minor at his concert at the 
city auditorium Friday night, it was 
disclosed by officers of the Atlanta 
Musie club Tuesday. 

The sonata, which is chiefly famous 
for the funeral march which composes 
it’s third movement, contains just after 
the funeral march one of the few stir- 
ring attempts in musical composition 
to picture the world’s hope of immor- 
tality and eternal life after death, it 
was explained. 

The sonata opens with a passage 
that suggests a groan of resignation, 
rushes through two movements of 
struggle and conflict with occasional 
moments of supreme joy.

The finale 
movement is subdued talk of surface 
trifles, leaving the divine chapter of 
the story to return to earth where, 
as the trend of the music _ indicates, 
things are not really so important or 
vital as they seemed at first.

Wilson, of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, today before the 
farmers’ conference at the State Col- 


lege of Agriculture. A study was made 
last year of representative states to 
determine the effectiveness with which 
the college extension forces were in- 
| Bueacing farm practices, Dr. Wilson 
i stated, and figures indicate that Geor- 


‘gia led all in results obtained. 
Among the states surveyed in this 


|'lowa, Colorado, Wisconsin, South Da- 
| kota and Georgia. These, according to 

Dr. Wilson, are among the most ad- 
vanced in extension methods, and most 
effective in bringing about improve- 
ments in farming systems, 

. Test Counties. 

The department of agriculture se- 
lected Elbert, Sumter, Carroll and 
Washington counties in Georgia as 
the basis of their study. In_ these 
counties, a section was taken and 
every farmer, both white and colored, 
was interviewed and his impressions 
of extension work as affecting him 
were taken. Efforts were made to 
make the survey as representa- 
tive of the entire state as possible 
and a total of 668 farmers were vis-. 
ited, the speaker said. 

It was found that 74 per cent of 
the farmers interviewed were partici- 
pating in some form of the extension 
program. Thirty-seven per cent of the 
families were represented in club work 
or had been at some time in the past. 

Club Membership. 


Comparison shows the club mem- 
bership in Iowa to be 15 per cent, 
New York, 19 per cent, and Colorado 
(16 per cent. Kighteen per cent of the 
families visited in Georgia are now 
represented in boys and girls clubs. 

Ninety-one per cent of the farms 
visited reported changed practices on 
account of the activities of the county 
agent. This is 10 per cent higher than 
New York, the nearest state in com- 
parison, Dr. Wilson stated. 

Seventy-seven per cent of the farm- 
ers interviewed went on record as 
being in favor of extension work as 
now conducted. Twenty per cent ex- 
pressed themselves as being indiffer- 
ent and 5 per cent were opposed, Com- 
parison with other states shows the 
average to be 10 per cent less as fa- 
voring extension work, 7 per cent more 
indifferent and 3 per cent = more 
| opposed. 
| Washington Pleased. 

Dr. Wilson praised extension au-

H igh Lights in the C otton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE

New York, January 26.—The cot- 
ton market was reactionary last week. 
In the absence of any other explana- 
tion the easier tendency was attrib- 
uted to the fear that the ginning re- 
port issued on Saturday morning 
would indicate that more than 
000,000 bales of lint cottoh had been 
produced this season. 

When the report came out, if 
showed that the ginning up to Janu- 
ary 16 was 15,485,000 bales. That 
this suggests that the yield would 
exceed the government's December es- 
timate of 15.603,000) bales is) unde- 
niable, but the showing cannot be 
called a surprise, for nearly all ex: 
perienced statisticians have agreed 
that the government's final estimate 
Was A minimum that was likely to be 
exceeded. ‘Therefore, it is not = sur- 
prising that the market recovered 
most of the previous decline after the 
issuance of the report at 10 o'clock 
on Saturday. The truth is that the 
world conceded that the crop might 
be 16,000,000 bales some months ago, 
but it also took account of the fact 
that much of the prodnetion was too 
low to be deliverable on contract, and 
the difference between the prices of 
tenderable and untenderable cotton 
has expressed a recognition of this 
fact. 

March Contracts Up. 

All that happened last week was 
that March contracts got up to a 
rice at the equivalent of which the 

tter qualities of cotton could be 
bought in the south, and the supply 
uncovered proved sufficient to halt 
the advance. At the parity of 20 
cents for March contracts in New 
York there is lexs cotton for sale in 
the south and at the decline, the mar- 
ket showed resistance.

New York, January 26.—As was 
the case yesterday, traders in the 
stock market again concluded to make 
no commitments until after the direc- 
tors of the United States Steel cor- 
poration had held their quarterly divi- 
dend meeting, realizing that either the 
dividend declared or the earnings pub- 
lished might turn the «tock market 
one way or the other. Today’s stock 
market trading as was the case yes- 
terday was smaller than for any time 
since last Labor day. Steel common 
gave no clue as to what the directors 
would do at their meeting held im- 
mediately after the close of the stock 
market. 

While waiting for the steel corpor- 
ation directors to meet speculative 
Wall street turned its attention to the 
money market where call loans renew- 
ed at 4 per cent and plenty of time 
money was offered at from 4 5-8 to 
41-2. The bond market as well as the 
recent decline in time money rates in- 
dicates easier money ahead, the aver- 
age price of 40 bonds now being at 
the highest level in nine years or since 
the existence of unusual war-time 
money and investment conditions.

investors naturally are looking for 
the highest income return consistent 
with safety.

On 1925 Cotton, 
Estimate Shows 


Athens, Ga., January 26.— (Special. ) 
The average Georgia farmer, accord. 
ing to figures released here today by 
the U. S. Bureau of Agricultura] Eco- 


nomics, iost $4.80 per acre on his 
cotton crop last year. The estimates 
based on lint at 19 cents per pound. 
and seed at $33: per ton, averaged 
$35.15 per acre for the entire state. 
The cost as shown by careful sur- 
veys in representative counties of 
the state was $35.95 per acre. And 
this only allowed $1 per day for man 
and the same for mule labor. : 

The man who made less than 152 

pounds of lint, which was the average 
for the state, and produced it at an 
average cost, lost more than $4.80 per 
acre. The same is true of the man who 
produced only an average yield, but 
at a greater cost. The man who pro- 
duced more than 153 pounds of lint 
per acre and at a cost below the arver- 
age, was the'person who made a profit 
on cotton raising. 
_ If money is made on cotton in 1926, 
it must be done by growing at a less 
cost per acre by increasing the yield 
per acre, or by securing a_ better 
price,” F. ©. Ward, cotton specialist 
of the State College of Agriculture, 
stated. 

Decreasing the cost of vroductidn 
will be almost impossible, is the epin- 
lon of Professor Ward, on account 
of the rise in prices of fertilizer, la 
bor and other essentials. Prices are 
uncertain, and Jikely to be lower.

Soft Water Saves Atlantans 


Five Tons of Soap Daily 


The quality of Atlanta’s water sup- 
ply saves Atlantans the price of five 
tons of soap daily. This statement 


was made Tuesday by Dr. 8S. W. 
McCallie, Georgia state geologist. 

In addition to the saving in the 
city’s soap bills, the Atlanta water 
supply also reduces the cost of. fuel 
for boilers in industrial plants and 
for heating purposes by about 40 per 
cent, Dr. McCallie stated. 

The comparison on which these es- 
timates were based was between At- 


lanta’s water supply and the water 
furnished cities in Illinois. In other 
words, the extra five tons of soap 
and the extra forty per cent of boiler- 
stoking would be needed if Atlanta 
used the same kind of water that Iili- 
nois gets. 

The difference is between the “hard- 
ness” of the Illinois water and the 
“softness” of the Atlanta variety. 
Illinois water analysis shows from 
500 to 700 parts of mineral salts per 
million, while Atlanta’s water shows 
only 30 parts of mineral per million.
